The Commissioner of the District of Columbia 
has ordered a public hearing to be heldin the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Auditorium, 14th and E Street, 
N.W., Washington, D.C, on Monday, June 25, 1973, at 
7:30 P.M., to afford interested parties an opportunity 
to appear and present their views and recommenda- 
tions on proposed revisions of the Water Quality Stand- 
ards of the District of Columbia and on proposed 1974 
Water Pollution Control Plan for the District of Co- 
lumbia Waterways. 

The proposed revisions of the water quality stand- 
ards would increase the minimum required dissolved 
oxygen for sections of the Potomac and Anacostia 
Rivers and would assign a recreational use to Oxon 
Run in accordance with Section 303(a)(1) of the Fed- 
eral Water Pollution Control Act Amendments of 1972. 

The water pollution control plan to be submitted 
to the Environmental Protection Agency in accordance 
with Section 106(f)(3) of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act Amendments of 1972, outlines a program 
for the prevention, reduction, and elimination of pollu- 
tion of District of Columbia waterways.

AARP by its local chapters covers the whole 
country and finds out about the needs of especially 
retired people. Their local ideas can go to ‘‘District 
Committees’ and then to the National Committee. 
This has the ear of Congress, and since people over 
65 in the U.S. now number more than 20 million, being 
thus one of the larger minorities, though not yet one 
of the noisy ones, Congress listens. 

AARP by its group power has already secured 
privileges for its members, for example in health, 
life, car insurance, in medical purchases and travel 
arrangements. It maintains a local center giving 
courses and lectures for older people interested in 
continued learning. And you only need to lift a phone 
if you have problems with income tax, consumer goods, 
or with anything else it might help with. But it also 
encourages its members to help others. So you will 
find many members in community programs such as 
‘fmeals on wheels”, providing transport for the dis- 
abled and so on. 

Membership fees are nominal: $2 for the national 
body, and $2 for the local one. All one can lose is 
one’s isolation,

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FATHERS ABBOTT AND RICHARDS RETIRE; 
FATHER MARTIN TO ST. GEORGE’S 


REV. ET EVERETT ABBOTT, Rector of St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Church on 23rd Street, retired this month, 
and will move in early July to Charlottesville, Va. 

Father Abbott entered the ministry in his fifties 
after a successful career in the business world. His 
first Washington assignment was as assistant rector 
of St. John’s at Lafayette Square at the time of the 
civil rights march in 1963, St. John’s was a rallying 
point for civil rights workers at that time, and Father 
Abbott became involved in the cause. 

In 1965 he became Associate Rector of St. Mary’s, 
and in addition served as Chaplain of George Washing- 
ton University. He later was named Rector. 

During his tenure here, Father Abbott has been 
active in the FBA, serving as Vice President and as 
a Board member. It must be mentioned that during 
one period, his service was ‘‘above and beyond.’’ The 
FBA Board met with some regularity on Sunday after- 
noons during the fall to draft new bylaws; Father 
Abbott reluctantly gave up viewing the football games 
to do his duty. Others will remember his service as 
FBA parliamentarian and the occasion when he quietly 
and calmly walked toward an unruly attendee at an 
FBA meeting, causing the unruly to become “‘ruly.’’ 
And through his and St. Mary’s cooperation, the play 
school in the area found a happy home. 

Father Abbott and his wife, Jean, will reside in 
Charlottesville near his daughter, son-in-law and five 
grandchildren. Immediate travel plans include New 
England for the summer, and a trip to Mrs. Abbot’s 
home in New Zealand in the fall. When they are 
settled, they hope to have friends visit them— 
Charlottesville is only two hours away, they say. 


REV, JAMES RICHARDS retired June 1 as Rector of 
St. Paul’s Parish, 2430 K Street, after 24 years of 
service to the church and the diocese, After a brief 
vacation, he has returned to the church to serve tem- 
porarily as Priest in Charge until a new rector is 
chosen, 

‘Father Richards was born in Massapequa, L.l., 
New York, attended Columbia University and graduated 
from General Theological Seminary. Prior to assign- 
ment to St. Paul’s, he served at St. Stephen’s in 
Providence, R.I., Trinity Church in Princeton, N.J., 
and Grace Church in Merchantville, N.J. 

During his 24 years at St. Paul’s, he has been 
active in diocesan work, serving on the Standing Com- 
mittee and the Committee on Canons, and is said to 
‘be an expert in canons and canon law. He is also said 
to have played a role in influencing and sponsoring an 
exceptional number of vocations to the seminary, ap- 


proximately one for every year of his St. Paul’s- 


ministry. 

He has been named Rector Emeritus ofSt. Paul’s, 
and intends to stay in the Washington area. 

His friends and parishioners wish him a busy and 
fulfilling retirement, and the FBA adds its wishes to 
that, and its thanks for St. Paul’s hospitality for FBA 
meetings and other events. 


REV. RICHARD MARTIN, Senior Curate and Associate 
Rector of St. Paul’s Parish, was named Rector of St. 
George’s Church, 2nd & U Streets, N.W., effective 
June 15. 


Father Martin is a native of Philadelphia, and 
graduated from Penn State and the Virginia Theo- 
logical Seminary. Since his ordination in 1962, he 
has served as Chaplain at Penn State and assistant 
rector of St. Andrew’s Church in State College, Pa., 
and in several other posts. He came to St. Paul’s in 
1966 as a part-time assistant, also serving as Chap- 
lain at GWU, His work in the diocese includes secre- 
tary of the Standing Committee, membership on the 
Commissions on the Ministry, Liturgy, World Mission, 
and the Task Force on the Role of Women in the 
Church, 

Father Martin’s church and community activities 
are numerous, and he served as an officer and Board 
member of the Foggy Bottom Association for several 
years. He was also helpful each time the FBA Block 
Party was held behind St. Paul’s—especially his inter- 
cession for good weather which almost always pre- 
vailed!

Father Gigrich is a native of Minnesota, and re- 
ceived his M.A, and Ph.D. from Catholic University. 
He has held full- and part-time teaching positions at 
CU, Georgetown and GWU. He recently retired from 
the Department of Defense, where he served as in- 
telligence management specialist in the Office of the 
Secretary. 

He was elected the first president of the St. 
Stephen’s Parish Council and served for two years in 
that position. He was also an officer in the West End 
Laymen’s Association. In 1970 he was received into 
the lay diaconate of the Archdiocese of Washington, 
and later entered the seminary.
